“How did yon happen to hit npon 
the aerutu of tho blood of the horae as 
a remedy for diphtheria?" 

JfWo never rom« npon anything by 
chance, here," answered Dr. Rons. 

Everything is the result of patient, 
even wearisome research. I first be¬ 
came connected with Pastcor when ne 
wa a experimenting with a view to tbe 
iisoovery of the anti-hydrophobic 
vaccine/ Naturally we experimented 
upon aft kinds of animals, and 1 oamo 
on Home facts abont the horse which 
led me later to choose that animal a.i 
tha one for the anti diphtheria experi¬ 
ment'*.

ted to pnt himself right with tbe local 
faculty of medicine in tbo matter of 
his grades, and be was forbidden to 
undertake tbe vaccination of portions 
who had been bitten by mad dog* 
without the assistance of a doctor who 
would assume tho responsibility (or 
the operations." 

’Did von feel any trepidation when 
yon undertook the task and super¬ 
vised anil made yunrsetf responsible 
for the first vaccinations?" 

“1 never had a moment's hesitation, 
nor au instant's doubt And the tri¬ 
umph of Pasteur's principles iu sue 
crssfally grappling with hydrophobia 
by vaccination wa* a proof to my 
mind that the other victories uow at 
hand could be achieved.” 

“And how” do you obtain those 
rnm?" 

“Well, w*> will now return to onr 
friend, the hor»e. The great number 
of experiments mad© in our laboratory 
showed that of all animats capable of 
furnisbiug anti-dipbthuritio asnuu in 
large quantities the horse was tbe easi¬ 
est to vaccinate. Ho supports the 
‘toxine’ much better thsu thu dog or 
than ruminating animals. Nothing ia 
easier than to driiw from tha jugula# 
vein of a horse, as often as uno wishes, 
gn at quantities of. puro blood from 
which a perfectly limpid scrum sepa¬

“Not ut all. The operators of the 
Pasteur institute have hors*** from the 
jugular* of which they have drawn 
blood more than twenty times, and 
tbe vein remains as supple as at the 
first 'drawing.' The auuual» used for 
thu purpopse are nearly all yonng 
horse#, souud and with i/xoelleut ap¬ 
petite*.. They are bled once a month, 
and at each operation a little nuns 
than four quart* of blood, capable of 
furnishing half that quantity ol scrum, 
u taken lr«.m them." 

' Is there auy cruelty in the onera- 
tio«F' 

‘No. The bleeding causes no pem. 
and the auirnal ta not rnuoh enfeebled 
if tbe specified quantities are not as- 
eeeded There ia a ’but'—" and litre 
tha d*lftur paused.

Pour over 
the meat enough mild, boiling vinegar 
to nearly cover it, and olono the jai 
wilha plate. — 

HhonKI th« vinegar ne very aheap, 
water it, as the taste of vinegar should 
not be too atrong Ihe boiling of the 
vinegar is n*c<-Marr, tho Albuminous 
coating thus formed retaining the meal 
faints. 

In two day* boil tb* vinegar again, 
and again pour it over the meat and 
cover, thin time turning the l»eef. In 
from threo to five days it i* ready for 
nae, ami abonld Ini quite tender 
Though throe day* are a long enough 
time, five are no injory. 

Remove the meat from the jar ami 
waah it free of the onion*. Then cat 
piokled pork into very Ann strips, a* 
thick •* a lead pencil and abont three 
inches in length. With a aharp knife 
make deep incision* thickly over the 
top of the beef and thrust to the bit* 
of pork. Toro and treat the other 
tide airailarly.
